- Burt Jeſus turning unto 
them, ſaid, Daughters of Je- 
ruſalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for your ſelves, and for 
your ' children.

and ſacrifices for ſin thou haſt 
had no pleaſure: then ſaid I, 
Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) 
to. do thy will, OGod. Above, 
when he faid, Sacrifice and 
offering, and burnt-offerings, 
and offering for ſin thou 
wouldeſt not, . neither hadſt 
pleaſure therein, which are 
offered by the law : Then 
faid he, Lo, I come. to do thy 
will, © God. - He taketh away 
the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh 
the ſecond.” By the which will 
we are ſanRified, through the 
offering of the body of Jeſus 
Chri!t once for all. And every 

rieſt ſtandeth ' daily mini- 
living, and offering oftentimes 
the ſame ſacrifices, which can 
never take away fins.” But this 
man aſter he had offered one 
ſacrifice for ſins, for ever fat 
down on the right. hand of 
God ; from henceforth ex- 
pecting, . till . his enemies be 
made his footſtool. For by 
one offeting he hath perfe&- 
ed for ever them thar are ſan- 
ined : whereof the holy 
Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us:

Jeſus anſivered,, Thou couldeſt 
have no power. at all againſt 
me, except it were given thee 
from above : therefore he

from thenceforth Pilate ſought 
to releaſe him : but the Jews 
cried out, ſaying , If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Ce- 
fars friend : Whoſoever ma- 
keth himſelf a king, ſpeaketh 
againſt Ceſar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſaying, 
he brought Jeſus forth,and fat 
down. in the judgment-ſeat, 
in a place that js called the 
Pavement, but jn the Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. And it was the 
preparation of the paſſover, 
and about the ſixth hour; and 
he ſaith unto the Jews, Be« 
hold your king, But they cried 
out, Away with him , away 
with him, crucifie him. Pilate 
ſaith unto them, Shall 1 cruci- 
fie your Kingh The chief prieſts 
anſwered, We have no kn 

but Ceſar. Then delivered he 
him therefore unto them tq 
be crucified : and they took 
Jeſus and led him away. And 
he hearing his croſs, went 
forth into a place called the 
place of a ſcull,whichis called 
in the Hebrew , Golgotha ; 
where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either 
ſide one, and Jeſus in the 
midſt. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the crols. 


' And the writing was, J ESUS 


OF NAZARETH THE 
KING.OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of 
the Jews: for the place where 
Jefizs was crucified was nigh

to the city : and it was writ- 
ten in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latine. Then ſaid the 
chief prieſt of the Jews to 
Pilate, Write not, The king 
of the Jews ; bur thar he ſaid, 
I am the king of the Jews. Pi- 
late anſwered, What I have 
written, I have written. Then 
the ſouldiers, when they had 
crucified Jefizs, took his gar- 
ments, (and made four parts, 
to every ſouldier a part) and 
alſo his coat : now the coat 
was without ſeam, woven 
from the top throughour. 
They ſaid therefore among 
themſelves, Ler us not rend 
it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe 
It ſhall be: that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, which 
ſaith, They parted my rai- 
ment among them, and for 
my veſture they did caſt lots. 
Theſe things therefore the 
ſouldiers did. Now there 
ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, 
his mother, and his mothers 
ſiſter, Mary the wite of Cleo- 
has, and Mary Magdalene. 

hen TJefus. therefore faw 
his mother, and the difct- 
ple ſtanding by, whom he 
loved, he faith © unto his mo- 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſon. 
Then faith he ro the diſciple, 
Behold thy mother. And 
trom that hour thar diſciple 
rook her unto _his own home. 
After this, Jeſus knowing that 
all things were now accom- 
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tum. But when they came to | 


pliihed , that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, faith, I | 
thirſt. Now there was ſet 
a veſſel full of vinegar: and 
they filled a ſpunge with vine- 
gar, and put it upon hyſlop, 
and put it to his mouth. When | 
Jeſus therefore had received ! 
the vinegar, he ſaid, Ir is | 
finiſhed : and he bowed his ! 
head, and gave up the ghoſt, | 
The Jews therefore, becauſe 
it was the preparation, that 
the bodies ſhould not remain | 
upon the croſs on the ſabbath- * 
day (for that ſabbath-day was | 
an high day) beſought Pilate 
that their legs might be bro- | 
ken, and that they might be ! 
taken away. Then came the | 
ſouldiers, and brake the legs 
of the firſt, and of the other | 
which was crucified with | 
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Teſits, and ſaw that he was | 
dead already, they brake not 
his legs. Bur one of the foul F 
diers with a ſpear pierced 
his ſide, and forthwith came * 
there out blood and water. ! 


And he that ſaw it bare r& | 
cord, and his record 1s true: } 
and he knoweth thar he ſaith | 
true, that ye might believe. Þ 
For theſe things were done | 
that the Scripture ſhould be ?

Who would not think a great 
injury and wrong done unto 
him? Wheretore,moſt dearly 
beloved in Chriſt,take ye good 
heed, leſt ye withdrawing 
your ſelves from his holy Sup- 
per, provoke Gods indigna- 
tion againſt you. It is an eaſte 
matter for a man to ſay, I 
will not communicate, becauſe 
1 am otherwiſe hindred with 
worldly buſineſs. But ſuch ex- 
cuſes are not ſo eaſily accept- 
ed and allowed before Gad. If 
any man ſay, I am a grievous 
ſinner, and therefore am a- 
fraid to come : wherefore then 
do ye not repent and amend ? 
When God calleth you, are 
ye not aſhamed to fay you 
will not come? when ye 
ſhould return to God, will ye 
excuſe your ſelves, and ſay ye 
are not ready ? Conſider ear- 
neſtly with your ſelves, how 
little ſuch feigned excuſes 
will avail before God.

For the Sacramental 
Bread and Wine remain ſtill 
in their very natural Subſtan- 
ces, and therefore may not be 
adored, ( for that were idola-

} Yo people are to be admoniſhed, 
that it us moſt convenient that 
Baptiſm ſhould not be adminiſtred but 
pon Sundays and other Holy-days, 
when the moſt number of people come 
together : as well for that the Congre- 
gation there preſent may teſtifie the 
receiving of them that be newly Ba- 
prized into the number of Chriſts 
Church ; as alſo becauſe in the Ba- 
ptiſm of Infants, every man preſent 
may be put in rememorance of his own 


profeſſion made to God in his Baptiſm. 


For which cauſe alſo it is expedient 
that Baptiſm be nw 1 in the wul. 
gar tongue, Nevertheleſs, (if neceſſity 
ſo require) children may be baptized 
upon any other day. 


T And Note, that there ſhall be far 
every male-child to be baptized, two 
Godfathers and one Godmother : and 
for every Female, one Godfather, and 
two Godmother. 


T When there are children to be bapti- 
zed, the Parents ſball give knowleage 
thereof 
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thereof overnight, or in the morning, 
before the beginning of Morning Pray- 
er, to the Curate.

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul 
writing to the Coloſſians, 
ſpeaketh thus to all men that 
are married, Husbands love 
your wives, and be not bitter 
againſt them. Col 3. 19. 

Hear alſo what Saint Peter 
the Apoſtle of Chriſt , who 
was himſelf a married man, 
ſaith unto them that are mar- 
ried, Ye husbands, dwell with 
your wives according to 
knowledge, giving honour un- 
to the wife, as unto the weak- 
er velſe], and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life, 
that your prayers be not hin- 
dred. 1 S. Pet. 3.7. 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the husband toward 
the wife. Now likewile, ye 
wives, hear and learn your 
duties toward your husbands, 
even as it is plainly ſet forth 
in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul in the aforena- 
med Epiſtle to the Epheſians, 
teacheth you thus; Wives 
fubmit your ſelyes unto your 
own husbands, as unto the 


Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as 
Chriſt is the head of the 
Church : and he is the Saviour 
of the body. Therefore asthe 
Church is ſubje& unto Chriſt , 
ſo let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing. 
And again he faith, Let the 
wife ſee that ſhe reverence her 
husband. Epheſ/. 5. 22. 

And in his Epiſtle to the 
Coloſlians, Sainr Paul giveth 
you this ſhort Leſſon, Wives, 
ſubmit your ſelyes unto your 
own husbands,as it is fit in the 
Lord. Col. 3. 18. 

Saint Peter alſo doth in- 
ſtruct you very well, thus ſay- 
ing, Ye wives be in ſubje&i- 
on to your own husbands; 
that if any obey not the word, 
they alſo may without the 
word be won by the converſa- 
tion of the wives ; while they 
behold your chaſte converſati- 
on coupled with fear. Whoſe 
adorning, let it not be that 
outward adorning, of plaitin 
the hair, and of wearing © 
gold,or of putting on of appa- 
re] ; but let it be the hidden 
man of the heart,in that which 
1s not corruptible, even the 
ornament of a meek and quiet 
ſpirit, which is in the ſight of 
God of great price. For after 
this manner in theald time,the 
holy women alſo who truſted 
in God, adorned themſelves, 
being in ſubjeCtion unto their 
own husbands; even as Sarah 

abey- 
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obeyed Abraham, calling him T 1 5 convenient that the new Marr. 


Lord ; whoſe daughters ye are 
as long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amaze- 
ment. + 5, Pet. 3. I. 


ed perſons ſhould receive the huly 
Communion at the time of their Mar... 
r1age, or at the firt opportunity after 
their Marriage.

that if, you truly repent you 
of your ſins, and bear your 
ſickneſs patiently, truſting in 
Gods mercy, for his dear Son 
Jeſus Chriſts ſake, and render 
unto him humble thanks for 
his fatherly viſitation, ſubmit- 
ing your ſelf wholly unto his 
will, it ſhall turn to your pro- 
fit, and help you forward in 
the right way that leadeth un- 
to everlaſting life. 

T if the perſon wiſited be very ſick, then 


the Curate may end his Exhortation 
in this place, or elſe proceed. 


'Ake therefore in good 
part the chaſtiſement of 

the Lord : for (as Saint Paul 
ſaith in the twelfth chapter to 
the Hebrews) whom the Lord 
loveth he chaſteneth , _ and 
{courgeth every ſon whom he 
receiveth. If ye endure cha- 
ſtening, God dealeth with you 
as with ſons ; for what ſon is 
he whom the father chaſten- 
eth not? But if ye be without 
chaſtiſement , whereof all are 
partakers, then are ye ba- 
ſtards, and not ſons. Fur- 
thermore, we have had fa- 
thers of our fleſh, which cor- 
rected us, and we gave them 
reverence : ſhall we not much 
rather be in ſ{ubjeftion unto 
the Father of Spirits, and live ? 
For they verily for a few days 
chaſtened us after their own 
pleaſure ; but he for our pro- 
fit, that we might be parta- 
kers of his holineſs. Theſe 
words, good brother, are writ- 
ten 
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ten in holy Scripture for our 
comfort and inſtruction, that 
we ſhonld patiently, and with 
thankſgiving bear our heaven- 
ly Fathers correCtion, when- 
ſoever by any manner of ad- 
verſity it ſhall pleaſe his graci- 
ous goodneſs to viſit us. And 
there ſhould be no greater 
comfort to Chriſtian perſons 
than to be made like unto 
Chriſt, by ſuffering patiently 
adverhties, troubles, and fick- 
nefſles. For he himſelf went 
not up to joy, but firſt he ſuf- 
fered pain ; he entered not in- 
to his glory before he was cru- 
cified. So truly, our way to 
eternal joy, is to ſuffer here 
with Chriſt ; and our door to 
enter into eternal life, is glad- 
ty to die with Chriſt; that we 
may riſe again from death , 
and dwell with him in ever- 
laſting life. Now therefore ta- 
king your ſickneſs, which is 
thus profitable for you, pati- 
ently, 1 exhort you in the 
Name of. God to remember 
the profeſſion which you made 
unto God in your baptiſm. 
And foraſmuch as after this 
life there is an account to be 
given unto [the righteous 
judge, by whom all muſt be 
judged without reſpect of per- 
fons ; I require you to exa- 
mine your ſ{elf,and youreſtate, 
both toward God and man ; 
fo that accuſing and condemn- 
ing your felf for your own 
faults, you may find mercy 


at our heavenly Fathers hand 
for Chriſts ſake, and not be 
accuſed and condemned in 
that fearful judgment. There. 
fore I ſhall rehearſe to you the 
Articles of our faith, that you 
may know whether you do 
believe as a Chriſtian man 
ſhould, or no. 
T7] Here the Miniſter ſhall rehearſe the 
Articles of the Faith, ſaying thus, 
Oſt thou believe in God 
the Father Almighty , 
Maker of heaven and earth ?

offended any other, to ask them for- 
gieneſs ; and where he hath done 
injury or wrong to any man, that he 
make amends to the uttermoſt of his 
power. And if he hath not before 
diſpoſed of his goods, let him then be 
admomiſhed to make his will, and to 
declare his debts, what he oweth, and 
what is owing unto him, for the bet” 
zer diſcharging of his conſcience, and 
the bears, of his Executors. But men 
ſhould often be put in remembrance to 
take order for the ſettling of their tem- 
poral Eſftates,whilſt they are iu bealth. 
Theſe words before rehearſed, may be 
Saidbefore the Miniſter begin hu Pray- 
er, as he ſhall ſee cauſe. 

q The Miniſter fbould not omit earneſily 
ro move ſuch ſick perſons as are of abi- 
lity, to be liberal to the poor. 

q Here ſhall the ſick els be moved to 
make a ſpecial Confeſſion of his Sins, if 
he feel his conſcience troubled with any 
weighty matter. After which Confeſſs- 
on, the Prieft ſhall abjolve him ( if he 
humbly and heartily deſire it) after 
thts ſort.
